No pronouncement on peace yet

a) ipl SECOND ASSEMBLY of the World Council of Churches, repre- 
senting 170 million Christians, has got out of the way many of its 
preliminaries in the first days of its 17-day meeting. 

So far delegates have been getting adjusted to living in this suburb of Chicago, 
listening to speeches on theology, and working out kinks in the structure of this 
six-year-old world organisation. Delegates are only on the eve of important debates 
on social issues, including international affairs, but ecclesiastical betting is three to 
one against any prophetic word against war issuing from this coference. 


Among the many preliminary Chicago-area 
meetings held before the actual opening of the 
Assembly was an all-day conference held in 
McCormick Theological Seminary on August 7 
to discuss the relationship between the 
churches and war. Chief speaker was professor 
H. H. Farmer of Cambridge who gave a 
brilliant paper on the relation of pacifism to 
Christian theology. 


Eyes of the world 


The meetings were sponsored by a depart- 
ment of the Church Federation of Greater 
Chicago, Christian Action, and the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation in an attempt to bring to- 
gether Christian pacifists and non-pacifists as 
the H-bomb brings a new urgency to the 
problem of the church in relation to war. 


On the eve of the Assembly itself, one of 
its most significant aspects was the great 
interest on the part of the secular and 
religious press of the world. At a banquet 
for the press, it was announced that more 
than 600 newspapers and magazines were 
represented. After the pageant at the open- 
ing evening, attended by 110,000 persons 
with 30,000 more turned away, it was 
reported that the total number of words sent 
out of Chicago on press wires was only 
exceeded by the Eisenhower-Taft battle in 
the Republican convention of 1952. 


The eyes of the world are on Evanston and 
this fact makes the delegates honoured, but 
perhaps a little uneasy at the responsibilities 
thrust upon them. 


The very beginning of the Assembly also 
brought out another fact: this is a very repre- 
sentative gathering of Christians. Dr. W. A. 
Visser "t Hooft, World Council general sec- 
retary, emphasized that this is not strictly a 
Protestant council since, in addition to the 
Protestant churches stemming from the Refor- 
mation, there are many others among the 160 
member churches, including the Eastern Ortho- 
dox, Syrian Church of Malabar, Polish 
National Church, and Ethiopian Church. 


Iron Curtain delegates 


The diversity of this gathering was nowhere 
better seen than in the opening worship service 
when clergymen wearing long and colourful 
robes mixed with those in indigenous costumes 
from the Gold Coast and India, surrounded by 
Americans in smart business suits. 


Of perhaps most initial public interest has 
been the presence of delegates from behind the 
Iron Curtain. The Illinois American Legion 
months ago protested against the admission of 
these delegates, but even the pro-Legion 
Chicago Tribune editorialized against exclud- 
ing these delegates. Certain American “ patrio- 
tic ” groups have continued this attack on these 
delegates, especially the International Council 
of Churches (not to be confused in any way 
with the World Council of Churches). 


On the eve of the opening of the 
Assembly, Mr. J. B. Matthews—sometime 
staff member of Senator McCarthy’s Com- 
mittee—spoke to a Chicago rally on Com- 
munist infiltration in the clergy. After 
denouncing the World Council, Matthews 
especially attacked one of its five presidents, 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam. The rally con- 
cluded with those in attendance being urged 


Pacifist official stays 


AN attempt to get a pacifist to resign from 
*™ his office as deputy Mayor of a London 
borough was defeated recently when the 
Edmonton Council voted 21 to eight not to 
ask him to resign. 


Ald. Leonard Berridge, replying to accusa- 
tions at the end of the debate after which the 
vote was taken, said that he had been a mem- 
ber of the Council for 20 years and that his 
pacifism was based on his Christianity. “I 
believe in the way and example of the Cross,” 
he said. He mentioned other people whose 
minority views had not precluded them from 
holding high office, among them Dr. Donald 
Soper last year’s Pacifist President of the non- 
pacifist Methodist Church and Ald. Tom Red- 
head, a conscientious objector who had served 
as Mayor of Walthamstow since the war. 


Following the debate the local newspaper 
devoted its front page to the dispute and 
several letters to the editor on the subject 
appeared in the correspondence columns. 


to wire President Eisenhower asking him to 
cancel his speech to the Assembly “since 
ihe platform would be defiled by the 
presence of these delegates from behind the 
fron Curtain.” 


As these words are written, workmen are 
readying the field beside Lake Michigan for 
the President’s appearance.

UNDAY, August 15th was a wonder- 


ful day for the Young Friends 
touring Britain with their Russian 
visitors. 


We had all spent the night under one roof at 
Yealand and so were able to start the day with 
a short period of worship together, after which 
we drove to Calthouse Meeting House near 
Hawkeshead where during an inspiring Meet- 
ing for Worship, I Corinthians XII was read 
in Russian. 


After the Meeting there was opportunity for 
discussion in the Meeting House garden. Then 
we drove to Little Langdate for a picnic lunch 
before climbing a peak from Wrynose Pass. 
On our way to Manchester we visited Kendal 
Youth Hostel ; the Russians talked to some of 
the hikers before being shown over the build- 
ing by the Warden whom they questioned 
eagerly. 

Manchester Friends had arranged an 
evening devotional meeting in which we all 
participated, and after this Ivan Vassilyev 
thanked Friends for the kind reception 
which his team had been given in England, 
brought messages of friendship from the 
young people of the Soviet Union, and ex- 
pressed their desire for us to find ways in 
which we can work together to promote 
peace. 


The next day we visited the Central Library 
and the Free Trade Hall, met Sir John Bar- 
birolli, and went round a cotton mill at Bolton. 


Russian Songs 


Woodbrooke was the scene for a varied and 
interesting programme on Monday evening. 
There we saw the Sidcot film, watched the 
Yockey Men’s Morris Club give a spirited 
performance of traditional English country 
dances, joined in dances ourselves, and the 
Russians entertained us with songs. 


Among the crowd at Woodbrooke was a 
party from the Friends Work Camp which is 
building a youth club in Birmingham. Three 
of them, including a German and a Canadian, 
returned to Woodbrooke on Tuesday morning 
to show us the film strip of the camp held at 
Bristot last year and to tell us about work 
camps in other coutries. The Russians showed 
great interest in this method of working for 
peace. 

Most of Tuesday was spent at Bournville. 
After an extensive tour of the factory, we were 
taken by coach around the village and the 
Russians were shown over one of the houses. 
Paul Cadbury, who acted as our guide, also 
gave us interesting information about the plans 
for housing and factory development in 
Birmingham. 

Since Tuesday of last week we have been 
staying at Charney Manor. Sightseeing from 
here has included a visit to Coventry, at the 
request of the Russians, who wanted to see this 
war-damaged city which has close links with 
Stalingrad. 


We have also visited Stratford, where we 
enjoyed seeing “ Romeo and Juliet,” and have 
looked over a secondary modern school at 
Wokingham, the Agricultural Department of 
Reading University, Leighton Park School and

HM NDICATIONS that Asian nations are seeking the extension of the 
Third Camp idea on the international level have been provided by 
recent revelations from Indonesia and India. 


At the Colombo conference attended by the Prime Ministers of India, Pakistan, 
Burma, Ceylon and Indonesia in April this year, Mr. Ali Sastroamidjojo, Premier 
of Indonesia, it is now learned, called for the convening of a further conference, 
to be attended this time by representatives from African countries as well. 


Speaking of the world power struggle Mr. 
Sastroamidjojo asked, ‘“ Where do we stand 
now, ‘ we the peoples’ of Asia? Must we allow 
ourselves to be dragged into this battle to 
create power and gain so-called victory in this 
race for armaments? 

“Very often we are confronted with a school 
of thought in this world of power polit‘cs 
which states that to prevent the threat of war 
a nation, or an alliance of nations, must so 
arm itself that the other side does not dare to 
attack. It goes without saying that the oppos- 
ing side likewise may have the same idea and 
arm itself accordingly, resulting in the tension 
with which the world is confronted today, 


“The test of exploding an atom bomb will 
be counterbalanced by a similar experiment of 
the opposing bloc; by the same token, the 
exploding of an H-bomb would be matched by 
the opponent, and so on. 


“These are the very problems which urge 
Indonesia to propose that another con- 
ference be convened, wider in scope, 
between the African and Asian nations.” 
Mr. Sudjarwo, Indonesian Government rep- 

resentative, speaking at Los Angeles, earlier 
this year said: 


Role of Mediator 


“Many small or middle powers, such as 
some Arab and Asian nations—of which my 
country is one—cannot allow themselves to 
side with one or other power bloc in the cold 
war, since they believe that to do so will only 
widen or aggravate the tension between powers 
and endanger the efforts for peace. These so- 
called ‘neutral nations’ can in fact play a 
useful role in the United Nations, a role of 
mediator or of a friendly bridge between the 
great cold war powers. 


“Why are these new Asian nations so re- 
calcitrant? Why are they apt to stay aloof 
from the frantic fight of the West against Com- 
munism ? 

“The answer lies in the history of these 
nations, a history of long Western domination, 
which has left in the minds of Asians wounds 
from which they have to recover. These people 
are still suspicious of Western policies especi- 
ally when such policies remind them of the old 
colonial practices . . . so when independence 
came it was the only reasonable attitude for 
the national government to take an indepen- 
dent policy—as you call it a ‘neutral’ policy 
—with regard to the West and the Soviet bloc 
both, especially since the two blocs were 
already engaged in the cold war. 


“Our policies in the United Nations are 
based upon these principles; our view of 
cold war issues therefore, is not based upon 
alliance with one or the other bloc, but on 
our desire to analyse issues on their merits

and in accordance with the Charter. 
“As a result we vote with either bloc, 
depending on our opinion in a given matter. 


“For example, from the Sixth through the 
Eighth regular session of the General 
Assembly, Indonesia on political and security 
items voted on 34 occasions with the United 
States and 27 with the Soviet Union. It is 
interesting to note. however, that the reverse is 
true on colonial issues. Of the seven votes 
cast by Indonesia with the Soviet bloc during 
the Eighth Assembly session, five were on 
colonial and race issues, such as the question 
of Morocco and Tunisia and the policy of 
apartheid in the Union of South Africa. In 
these cases it was the Soviet bloc which sup- 
ported the resolutions of the Asian-African 
group. rather than our supporting them. 


New Political Phenomenon 


“Here we have a new political phenome- 
non in world affairs, unknown until recently; 
that is, the entry, since the end of World 
War II, of newly-independent Asian nations 
(and, to some extent, Arab and African 
nations also) into the world forum as 
equals. The Western world must now 
become used to hearing these once-silenced 
voices ; these voices are no longer dependent 
upon them, certainly can no longer be sup- 
pressed. 


From India this week came the suggestion 
that Prime Minister Nehru might seek a visit 
to the Prime Minister of China in return for 
Mr. Chou-en-Lai's recent trip to Delhi. 


Mr. Nehru expressed India’s unwillingness to 
participate in the forthcoming talks on a South 
East Asia Treaty Organisation, on the grounds, 
it is believed, that such a military organisation 
would do nothing to diminish the threat of 
war but would in fact increase it. One report 
described Mr. Nehru as believing that Com- 
munist agressiveness in Asia had declined and 
would be likely to decline still further if fears 
of an attack from the West could be allayed. 


It was against this background he felt, that 
the situation with regard to Formosa had to be 
seen. 


WORLD FEDERALISTS MEET 


JDELEGATES from 23 countries will discuss 

in London next week a review of the 
United Nations Charter. They are attending 
the 6{h Annual Congress of the World Move- 
ment for World Fereral Government, at 
Canterbury House, London. 

The keynote speech on Monday will be 
made bv the General turned “ peacemaker:”

CAN THE EXPERTS HELP THEM? 


a" PEACE NEWS 
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ON FELLOW - TRAVELLING 


GOOD friend of Peace News has written to us because 
he feels disquiet at the trend in pacifist thought that 
expresses itself in the Third Camp conception. 


His letter is a long one and is not written for publication, 
but it offers an opportunity to deal with a charge that is 
frequently made, not only against those who are seeking to 
forward the Third Camp idea, but also against all those pacifists 
who hold that the essential aspect of the pacifist attitude is to be 
found in an individual renunciation of support for war in any 
circumstances and an individual refusal to participate in it. 


Althought in one part of his letter our correspondent urges 
as an objection to the Third Camp that it “can so easily become 
a term of abuse by misrepresentation creating prejudice ” he also 
deprecates the “selfrighteousness of this fear of being called a 
fellow-traveller.” 


Now we do not feel that we have any particular fear of 
being called a fellow-traveller; in any case it happens to us 
frequently and we can quite tranquilly accept the fact that it is 
bound to happen. What we object to is being a fellow-traveller ; 
that is to say we object to being used by others whose ideas 
are not ours fo further their ideas, instead of directing our 
activities to make an opportunity to further our own. 

When one is asked to enter into an arrangement for fellow- 
travelling the question whether one likes the company is not the 
only—or the most important—question that arises. The important 
issue is whether you wish to get to the same destination. Now 
those who are grouping themselves as the Third Camp are 
doing so because they wish to reach a different destination from 
those who are so pressing in their invitations that they should 


travel together.

This is not merely an objection to fellow-travelling with 
Communists ; it is equally an objection to fellow-travelling with 
American capitalism. For although the description has come to 
be used in one connection only the thing itself occurs on both 
sides. As one example we may instance the fact that the official 
policy of the British Labour Party since the war has been a 
fellow-travelling policy. 


British Sociatists have felt themselves impelled by their 
dislike and fear of Russian Communism to become fellow- 
travellers with American capitalism and that fact has been the 
dominating influence directing their policy, and has made impos- 
sible the pursuance of the objectives for which British Socialists 
originally stood. 


In fact through the polarisation of issues in the power 
struggle every political aspiration everywhere comes to be taken 
up and integrated in subordination to the needs of one or the 
other of the two contending blocs in the world conflict. 


There are those, among whom are pacifists, who are equally 
opposed to the two antagonistic power conceptions of Russian 
Communism and American capitalism, because they have a 
positive view of society that is different from either. They believe 
that the conjuncture of cvents in the world today offers them the 
best opportunity they have yet had to make clear the kind of 
society they wish to build and the means by which such a society 
can be constructed. 


Both (hese ends and these means are radically different from 
the ends aimed at by American capitalism and Russian Com- 
munism and from the means which these two contestants for 
world domination are ready to use to achieve them. 


As the many trends in thought which are now seeking expres- 
sion and which find that the Third Camp group offers their best 
opportunity of gaining a hearing come together, the common 
ground upon which they are united will become evident in the 
reformulation of a social philosophy which has become sub- 
merged in the power struggle. 


The basic conception that unites them is the rejection of 
power as the primary consideration in the world—not only the 
armed power that conditions and controls the industrial and 
social order, but also the development of the kind of industrial 
structure—apparent in both the East and the West—that increas- 
ingly gives the few control over the fives of the many. 


The essence of the Third Camp is thus a rejection of fellow- 
travelling. Those adhering to it propose to travel as a separate 
group because they are going elsewhere. They have the hope 
that many of those who have hitherto felt constrained to fellow- 
travel on one side or the other will now decide to come with 
them. 


Pacifists well represented at Evanston 


What sprouts from 
Brussels 2 


TPIHE purpose of the Brussels Confer- 

ence last weekend was to see how 
far the partners of France were pre- 
pared to accept some amendments to 
the EDC Treaty in order to facilitate 
its ratification by the French Parliament. 


Not only has it failed to reach any 
agreement but it has worsened the situa- 
tion because of the resentment caused in 
France by what is regarded as the gang- 
ing up of France’s allies with Germany 
against her—a resentment which 
Churchill’s further letter to Adenauer 
did not minimise. 

The visit which Mendes-France 
paid to Chartwell on Monday was 
arranged prior to the Brussels conference 
but it assumed a new significance in the 
light of the failure to reach agreement 
there and in Eden’s hurried return home 
to share in the consultations. 

What happens next? No one knows 
what Mendes-France intends to do. He 
is not committed to the proposals he 
took to Brussels except as a compromise, 
and he may well decide to report failure 
to the Cabinet and drop the proposals. 

On the other hand he may put to the 
French Parliament next Saturday the 
small concessions which the other part- 
ners were willing to make, though he 
can hardly commend them then when 
he rejected them in Brussels, unless he 
sees in that the only alternative to the 
fall of his Government and a new crisis 
in France. 


Facing realities 


An entirely new situation will be 
created or rather the Western powers 
will now be forced to face the realities 
which have always been inherent in the 
situation and which now make more 
urgent than ever the acceptance by the 
Western powers of M. Molotov’s intita- 
tion to a further conference on the 
German problem, and European 
Security. 

In that regard the real sting of the 
communiqué issued from Brussels lies in 
its tail, where the six powers maintained 
their agreement on their fundamental 
aims, amongst which are the avoidance 
of the neutralisation of Germany and 
the determination to achieve her unifica- 
tion and participation in EDC. 

But these aims are incompatible since 
Russia cannot be expected to help to 
reunify Germany if that means that the 
Western defence line is to be pushed up 
to the Oder Neisse by the incorporation 
of a united Germany into the Western 
sysstem of defence. 

Incidentally if Doctor John knows the 
contents of the secret clauses which he 
insists are attached to EDC he has not 
made them public, but his statement will 
not have helped to allay the fears of 
either France or Russia. 

In all the confusion one fact remains 
clear—that if there is to be peace in 
Europe and if Germany is to be reunited 
it must be on the basis of her remaining 
free from either power bloc, and that 
European Security depends upon agree- 
ment between West and East. 


Austria and Germany 


WE publish on page three an article 

by Francis Rona, a frequent con- 
tributor to Peace News, who has recently 
been in Austria. We publish this be- 
cause it displays certain facts that it is 
useful to have, but we greatly deprecate 
our contributor’s approach to the sub- 
ject and the tone of the article. 

In the pores struggle that dominates 
the world it is, of course, futile to 
imagine that the position of Austria 
will remain unaffected by what happens

in Germany; and with a _rearmed 
Western Germany it is obvious that 
Russia will no more permit the occupa- 
tion of Austria to be brought to an end 
than it will permit East Germany to be 
united to West Germany and thus armed 
against it. Some of the facts that our 
contributor supplies fill in this picture. 

Nevertheless it is wrong to write as 
though Austria were under some moral 
obligation to adjust her political aspira- 
tions to Russia’s needs. Austria is under 
no more moral obligation to adjust her 
policy to Russia’s military requirements 
than is Britain under a moral obligation 
to adjust her policy to American 
military requirements. 

The extent to which Francis Rona 
permits his bias to take him in this 
matter is shown by his quotation from 
Dr. Schaerf to justify his comment that 
“ Austrian Socialists ... are in favour 
of the German army.” It is true that 
Austrian Socialist leadership, like 
official circles in the British Labour 
Party, are in favour of a German amny, 
but that is not what Dr. Schaerf is 
saying in the passage quoted. 

Similarly there is nothing that calls 
for moral condemnation in an Austrian 
desire for ‘“ Anschluss,” any more than 
there is in a Scottish desire for union 
with Britain (or for that matter separa- 
tion from Britain). The right to have 
views of this kind, and to give effect to 
them, is what we mean by self-determin- 
ation. 


Formosa flash-point 


HE crisis in Europe must not be 


allowed to divert attention from 
Formosa. 
The renewed American assertions 


about Formosa were followed by Chou- 
en Lai's statement of the determination 
of the Peking Government to obtain 
control of the island. That was followed 
by Eisenhower's reiteration that 
American policy still involved the pro- 
tection of the Island by the US Navy, 
so that in his words “any invasion of 
Formosa would have to run over the 
Seventh Fleet.” This in turn has pro- 
voked a further declaration from “all 
democratic parties and people’s organ- 
isations in China ” solemnly proclaiming 
to the whole world their determination 
to liberate Formosa. 

The New China News Agency reports 
that US forces have been manoeuvring 
off the China coast, and an American 
admiral has implied that the orders to 
the Seventh Fleet may not limit them 
only to keeping a watchful eye on the 
island. It is only necessary to remember 
the “trigger happy” attitude adopted 
during the recent tension caused by the 
shooting down of a British airliner, to 
realise how dangerous is the situation. 

There can be no doubt that it was the 
joint decision of the Allies that on the 
defeat of Japan Formosa should be re- 
turned to China. Now by maintaining 
forces there, and using it as a base for 
hostile propaganda and possible action 
against the mainland, Chiang Kai-shek 
encouraged by America, is a serious pro- 
vocation to the lawful government of 
China. America cannot complain if with 
boomerang effect China takes up the 
phrase so often on the lips of the State 
Department and talks about “liberation.” 
It is another instance of the deliberate 


misuse of words if the meaning of liber- 
ation is to be restricted to freedom from 
communist control. 


The attitude of Syngman Rhee is only 
exacerbating the situation. A settlement 
must be reached immediately if the dan- 
ger of a third world war is to be avoided. 

We again urge that the Peking Govern- 
ment be immediately admitted into full 
membership of the United Nations. If 
America persists in regarding her as 
outside the pale of the so-called peaceful 
and civilised nations she cannot also 
expect her to behave in a _ peaceful 
and civilised manner. 

It is true that the Chinese declaration 
regards it as intolerable that Formosa 
should be placed under UN Trusteeship, 
but if the Peking Government were a 
member of UN there would be much 
more value in the proposal and more 
chance that China would be willing to 
accept such a compromise rather than 
risk world-wide disaster which would 
follow any attempt to reunite Formosa 
to the mainland by force. 


Cyprus 


WHITH “liberation” still in mind it 

" may well be asked on what the 
British claim that Cyprus is her posscs- 
sion is based. 

Cyprus was a Turkish possession from 
1571 until 1878 when it was ceded to 
Britain for administrative purposes 
under a convention concluded with the 
Sultan. It was not until 1914 when 
Turkey came into the war against 
Britain that the island was annexed. 

The only claim to the island is that 
of possession by capture. The island 
was, as it were, a prisoner of war, but 
why should the population of an island 
remain in effect prisoners of war when 
international law requires the repatria- 
tion of individual prisoners as soon as 
possible after the war is ended? 

Aggression does not become respect- 
able with old age, and the occupation of 
Cyprus for forty years does not give 
Britain any moral right to continue to 
regard it as a British possession against 
the wishes of its native inhabitants. 
Britain is taking “a firm attitude” in 
resisting the attempt by the Greck gov- 
ernment to bring the matter before the 
UN Assembly, although Greece has re- 
pudiated any suggestion that she wishes 
to annexe Cyprus and is seeking only to 
secure the right of self-determination. 

To refuse to give the Cypriots the 
opportunity to express their views 
through a plebiscite is to make nonsense 
of the recent Washington Declaration in 
which Eisenhower and Churchill 
reaffirmed the principles of the Atlantic 
Declaration. We remarked at the time 
that the original Declaration was soon 
said to be inapplicable in certain cases, 
and as soon as it is put to the test the 
reaffirmation scems to have no greater 
value. 

It is foolish for the British Govern- 
ment to try to justify its attitude on the 
ground that to grant the Greek request 
would be to create a dangerous pre- 
cedent affecting all members who 
administer dependent territories. What 
is behind the stubborn attitude of the 
British government is not a concern for 
the welfare of the islanders so much as 
for British defence. Expediency, not 
moral principles, has become the real 
test in all such cases. 

It was so over Suez, it remains so 
over Germany, Korea, Formosa, Malaya. 
If Cyprus was not of importance within 
the defence plans of the West the atti- 
tude of Britain might well be different. 
But what is the real value, Ict alone the 
moral strength, of any defence which 
involves a denial to others of the very 
rights which, the West claims must be 
safeguarded? 


Letter from U.S.A. by A. J. Muste 


MPHE distance between Paris where I attended 
the Triennial Conference of the War 
Resisters’ International early this month and 
Evanston, II!., where I am now attending the 
Second Assembly of the World Council of the 
Churches of Christ is aS great in a psycho- 
logical sense as it is geographically. 


At the WRI Conference on the Third Camp 
one hundred and thirty people were present 
and the meetings, unattended by any publicity 
took place in the sort of shabby building in 
which in most parts of the world labour and 
minority groups are wont to foregather. 


Front page news 


At the WCC there are over 600 delegates, as 
many alternates, who for some unexplained 
reason are called “accredited visitors,” and 
there are almost as many press representatives 
as delegates. The delegates are housed and 
meetings held in the imposing and comfortable 
buildings of Northwestern University. 


Posters with the World Council emblem are 
in shop windows and on the municipal light 
poles everywhere. Last Sunday evening 
Chicago’s mammoth Soldiers’ Field was 
jammed with over 125,000 pcople for a pageant 
entitled Festival of Faith. 


For several days the Assembly was front 
page news in Chicago and other Midwest 
papers and after four or five days is still good 
tor long special features and daily pictures of 
notables and delegates wearing exotic garbs. 


One of the qucstion marks about this 
Assembly had to do with delegates from Iron 
Curtain countries. Would they get here or 
would they be prevented by their own govern- 
ments from leaving, or refused visas by the US 
State department so that they could not enter? 
It should be said to the credit of the WCC that 
the State Department had been quietly in- 
formed months ago that if delegates from 


affiliated churches were refused visas, the 
Assembly would not come to the USA. 

When the time arrived when it would be too 
late to move a huge gathering such as this, and 
in a number of instances churches from Iron 
Curtain lands had not yet appointed their 
delegates, American officials were informed 
that refusal of visas would mean that the 
official Second Assembly would be called off 
or Pas eancd and only an informal conference 

eld. 

_The result is on the whole good. Out of 850 
visas applied for, all but four were secured. At 
least two of the four are for delegates from 
the Polish Lutheran body whose delegates 
applied only a couple of weeks before the date 
of the Assembly’s convening. 

However the visa of Bishop John Peter of 
Hungary is a severely limited one. It permitted 
him to attend sessions of the World Alliance 
of Presbyterian and Reformed Churches in 
Princeton early in August and the World 
Assembly in Evanston, but he was limited to 
the two towns and travel between them, and 
forbidden to speak at any meetings other than 
those of the two big ecclesiastical gatherings. 
The secular press here virtually never refers 
to Peter without remarking that he is strongly 
suspected of being a Soviet agent. 


No “sensation ’”’ 


Yesterday I heard Bishop Peter read a r 
on The Churches’ Witness in HungaFieand 
answer some questions. I think he said noth- 
ing to which the Hungarian Government could 
possibly take exception, and on the other hand, 
he refrained from any direct criticism of 
capitalism and commendation of the Com- 
munist regime such as stirred the Amsterdam 
Assembly in 1948 when uttered by Professor 
Hromadka of Prague in his debate with John 
Foster Dulles. 


The Assembly officials, on their part, seem 


Clearly bent on doing their utmost to prevent 
any “sensation” in connection with the 
presence of Iron Curtain delegates. I am 
reminded in this connection of a report in the 
current issue of the Christian Century about 
the Presbyterian meeting in Princeton to which 
I referred a moment ago. 


The article says “It was as if, in view of 
the violence of opinion on social, economic 
and political questions today, these churchmen 
agreed not to press discussion in those fields. 
Generally it was all very balanced. In these 
all important areas no feclings were hurt and 
no ice was cut.” 


Restricted Visas 


There are some indications that this may 
turn out to be the prevailing tone of this 
WCC Assembly also, but it is too early to tell. 

Before turning to a word about the pacifists 
at this Assembly, I should mention that the 
visa of a person such as Hromadka is not as 
unrestricted as official releases here suggest. 
Hromadka was not able to accept an invitation 
to address the Annual Conference of the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation in the USA on 
September 4 because, in addition to attending 
Princeton and Evanston ecclesiastical events he 
is permitted to preach at regular church 
services on three Sundays but not to make any 
other addresses, and must leave the country on 
September 3. 


Christian pacifism is well represented here 
among delegates, accredited visitors and Press 
people. A goodly number are in the crucial 
section 1V on International Relations which 
begins to mcet on August 23 and will prob- 
ably report to the Assembly about five days 
later. Picking out leading pacifists at random, 
we note Bishop Santo Uberto Barbieri of 
Argentina; Rev. Colin W. Williams, Australian 
Methodist; Pres. E. Syall Williams of the 
College of the Bible, Victoria, Australia ; B. A. 


Goodman, R. Thornley and C. O. Hailwood of 
the Methodist Church of New Zealand. 

Martin Nieméller who joined the FoR in 
Germany a few wecks ago and Probst Heinrich 
Gniber of Berlin are in the impressive delega- 
tion from Germany. Niemdller is reported to 
have made powerful speeches against all war 
under modern conditions in pre-Assembly 
Institutes. 

H. H. Farmer of Cambridge who has 
charmed and awed pre-Assembly seminars with 
his theological knowledge and quict witness for 
pacifism ; Percy Bartlett of the IFoR; T. J. 
Davies of the Presbyterian Church of Wales ; 
and John Forrester-Paton of the United Free 
Church of Scotland are prominent among 
attenders from Great Britain. 


Action on war issues 


Michio Kozaki, member of the FoR in 
Japan and head of the United Christian Church 
of that country, may turn out to be the key 
man here when it comes to action on war and 
H-bomb issues. In addition to an_ official 
address from the UCC of Japan, he brings with 
him letters from 30,000 individual Christians 
in Japan calling for an unconditional ban on 
H-bomb warfare and production. 

I am glad to report in conclusion that 
American pacifists are also in evidence. They 
include Edwin T. Dahlberg, Baptist leader, 
member of the WCC Executive; Norman J. 
Baugher, chief executive of the Church of the 
Brethren; Harold A. Bosley, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church of Evanston, some- 
times called the Cathedral of American 
Methodism; Dean Walter G. Muelder of 
Boston University ; and a number of Congre- 
gational Christian leaders, such as Albert 
Buckner Coe of Boston; the Dean of Women 
at Union Theological Seminary and Robert L. 
Calhoun of Yale Divinity School, a leading 
figure in World Council circles. 


UN REFORM 


Lawyer’s Proposals 


JN an address to the Edinburgh Conference 

of the International Law Association, James 
Avery Joyce sect out the following essential 
characteristics of the fundamental changes he 
held to be necessary in the Structure of UN, 
considered as the nucleus of eventual World 
Government: 


(1) A World Legislature, substantially to 
replace the present Assembly of Foreign 
Offices, which will thus be progressively 
transformed from being a mere deliberative 
assembly, to a representative popular legis- 
lature, endowed with law-making powers, at 
least in certain limited fields ; 


(2) A World Executive, to replace the mis- 
named Security Council, combining the best 
elements of Cabinet Government with those 
of the Presidential System, and able to act 
with authority, not only in so-called “ polic- 
ing” matters but, more importantly, 
equipped to deal with certain vital economic 
and administrative activities which the suc- 
cessful work of the Specialised Agencies has 
already shown to be an essential part of 
modern international co-operation ; 


(3) A World Court, not only with com- 
pulsory jurisdiction in the formal sense, but 
with jurisdiction, at least in an appellate 
sense, over individuals as well as States, so 
that the prevailing illusions that “ Collective 
Security ” or “ Police Measures” can operate 
amidst the anarchy of sovereign states, will 
give way to the growth of a truly World 
Law. 


(4) A Status of World Citizenship, as a 
form of dual citizenship, so that there may 
be a direct link of mutual duties and obliga- 
tions between the individual and the federal 
World Government, just as now exists in the 
related spheres of local state, or Common- 
wealth government, guaranteeing his indi- 
vidual welfare and the common peace.

That is exactly the question that this leaflet 
asks: “Who will defend them?” And the 
answer is—nobody, because, “these millions 
are, in fact, to be written off, because the 
truth is that for them there is no possibility of 
any defence at all.” 


This is a leaflet to be put around in 
thousands at the time of the coming Civil 
Defence recruiting campaign ; to be pasted on 
walls, shoved through letter-boxes and _ dis- 
tributed on the streets.

New policy for Agriculture 


in Wales 


" A WELSH Parliament would aim to make 
= life on the land attractive, remunerative 
and prosperous. and would particularly en- 
courage a way of life based on_ traditional 
native culture and sound Christian fellowship.” 


This is stated in a statement of the agricul- 
tural policy of Plaid Cymru published in 
pamphlet form.

The statement has been prepared by a panel 
of specialists in agriculture, meeting at 
Aberystwyth over a period of eighteen months, 
and adopted by the Executive Committee of the 
Party. 

It advocates the owner-occupier system, the 
extension of small holdings, producers’ Market- 
ing Boards for fat and store stocks, agricultural 
and horticultural crops, guaranteed minimum 
prices for produce, the zoning of Welsh farm- 
ing areas, the establishment of institutes of 
Research and a Veterinary School, the attach- 
ment of the Advisory Service to the University, 
the creation of a Land Bank, assistance to 
established ancillary industries, State under- 
takings of large-scale drainage schemes, co- 
ordination of agricultural administration and 
the fostering of co-operation.

Austria and German 
Rearmament 


This article is published as a contribution to the discussion on the issues arising from German 
rearmament. Peace News comments upon it editorially on page two. 


({EOGRAPHICALLY, Austria is the key to Central Europe. Hitler knew it well. 
His “ first territorial demand to Europe ” was the Anschluss of the “ Ostmark.” 
Germany’s remilitarisation—if the EDC Treaty is imposed upon France aid 
Italy—will fundamentally change strategic conditions in Central Europe and 
Austria's six neighbours will anxiously watch the “ crossroads of Europe.” 


If the Western Powers insist on filling 
the “ vacuum” in Western Germany with a 
new Wehrmacht, it is nonsensical to suggest 
to Russia a strategic “ vacuum” in Austria 
exposed to political heat and pressure. 


The argument of an “independent and 
sovereign ” Austria will deceive no intelligent 
student of politics. On February 13, 1934, at 
the outbreak of Civil War in Austria, the 
Fascist Minister Signor Grandi suggested to 
the British Foreign Office an Agreement be- 
tween Britain, France and Italy to guarantee 
Austria’s “ independence.” This self-deception 
came to a tragic end on March 11, 1938, and 
Mr. Chamberlain declared, when German 
troops invaded Austria, that “no objection can 
be made to the unification of two German 
States.” 


Germany’s remilitarisation, as pointed out 
by Ben Parkin, MP “In Defence of European 
Peace ” (p.6)* not only prevents the reunifica- 
tion of Germany, but also the conclusion of 
an Austrian Peace Treaty. 


It can hardly be denied, that the Russians 
would be mad, if they agreed to the evacua- 
tion of Austria to create a “vacuum” for 
“Ein Volk, ein Reich, cin Fiihrer.” 


Socialists in Favour 


Strangely, Austrian Socialists (with the 
exception of the left-wing SAP—“ Socialist 
Arbeiter Partei”) are in favour of the German 
army. At the last Conference of European 
Socialists at Brussels, the leader of the Austrian 
Delegation, Dr. Schaerf made the following 
dec lazauign (cf. “ Arbeiter Zeitung,” March 2, 
1954): 


“As to the demand for neutrality by 
Russia, we have to distinguish two things. 
We are prepared to declare that we will not 
participate in any military alliance. But any 
further imposed neutrality will be rejected 
by us as a limitation of our sovereignty ” 
(Einschrinkung der Souveriinitit). 


The question arises, therefore, what value 
can be attached to such a “ declaration” and 
what guarantee exist to prevent another 
“ Anschluss"? The sad answer is: none. As 
a matter of fact, 
ardent supporters of ‘ Anschluss” 
Hitler's Chancellorship in 1933.

State.) The copy I obtained has the headline 
“ Die Zukunft gehért uns ” (The future belongs 
to us). 


It is astonishing that the Austrian Govern- 
ment’s claim of “sovereignty” should first 
benefit the Nazis. On June 2, 1954 the Aust- 
rian Parliament adapted two laws which would 
restore confiscated property to convicted 
former Nazis and allow new pensions for dis- 
missed Nazi officials. 

While England is being shocked by Lord 
Russell’s revelation of ghastly Nazi crimes 
including the massacre of 12 million 
civilians, as documented in “ The Scourge of 
the Swastika,” the Austrian Government seems 
to show more sympathy for the criminals 
than for the victims. 


Fortunately, as reported by the Vienna 
correspondent of the Times on August 14, the 
Occupying Powers have still a veto right. 

“The Allied Council today. unanimously 
declined to approve two laws passed by an 
overwhelming majority ...The Soviet 

High Commissioner vetoed the laws on the 

ground that they were evidence of the sup- 

port given by the Austrian Government to 
anti-democratic Fascists and Nazi elements. 
The three Western High Commissioners 

did so because they could not approve such 

laws before all the after-effects of Nazi 


misrule had been eliminated. This referred 
to the fact that no agreement has been 
reached between the Austrian Government 
and the Jewish organisation on the restora- 
tion of the property of victims of the Nazis.” 
Whereas Dr. Adenauer made a fair agree- 
ment with Israel offering some compensation 
to the victims, Chancellor Raab is more keen 
to get the Nazi votes for his party than to 
satisfy moral obligations by _ restoring 
plundered property. 
Washington Visit 
Britain’s Minister in Vienna indicated in a 
Note on August 6 that the British Government 
aim at the restoration of “ Sovereignty and 
independence” of Austria. A Peace Treaty 
can be concluded if “Russia agrees to the 
withdrawal of troops from Austrian territory.” 


On the same day Washington announced 
(AFP) that Chancellor Raab would visit the 
US on November 22 “to exchange views on 
matters of common interest.” Herr Raab 
apparently believes that as the next visitor 
after Syngman Rhee in Washington he may 
speed up the evacuation of Austria, partic- 
ularly if he rejects a neutralisation of Austria 
and may even grant later A-bomb bases. 
The undisguised hostility of his Coalition 
Government towards Russia will certainly not 
facilitate the efforts of some Western Powers 
to negotiate a Peace Treaty. 

Austria’s position in a peaceful Europe can 
only be the same as that of Switzerland. 
Chancellor Raab is a pupil of Dr. Seipel, who 
brought disaster to Austria by his Heimwehr- 
Fascist policy and attempts to bring back the 
Habsburgs. What will be the advice of Mr. 
Dulles and Cardinal Spellman in Washington? 

In the 1930s Austria’s predicament was 
courageously disclosed in the Daily Telegraph 
by Mr. Gedye (author of “ Fallen Bastions ”). 
He is now Vienna correspondent of the Daily 
Herald—but remains silent. 

British newspapers, particularly the indepen- 
dent Labour wecklies, would render a valuable 
service if they published factual reports on Nazi 
infiltration in Austria and the obscurities of 
the Raab Government, including the pro-Nazi 
laws, support for Germany’s remilitarisation 
and the mysteries of the Chancellor’s Washing- 
ton visit. 

The future of the highly-cultured and good- 
hearted Austrians should not be jeopardised 
again by short-sighted politicians.

statement of his views. As this embodies the most formidable doubts on the policy 
of the Third Camp that were expressed at the Conference we are publishing it in full. 


VERY movement springs up and maintains itself through positive ideas. Mere 

opposition is not enough to give the necessary impetus for constructive and 

lasting influence. The strength of the early Christians was not derived from a double 
opposition to the Jews and the Pagans, but from a new and positive message. 


What is the positive message, the vision of 
the Third Camp Movement? That is the 
fundamental question. Perhaps it is the vision 
of a world where all will desire and be able to 
co-operate for the common good. Some 
Christians mean this too when they speak of 
the Kingdom of God on earth. 


mere intellectual 


When this conception is mer tua 
speculation, or passively accepted dogma, it is 
lame and ineffective. But when it is a deep 
conviction, a personal vision, then it has 
imperative strength that makes a man act not 
in allegiance to the powers that be, but in 
allegiance to those that will be. A man of 
vision refuses to take arms in a world of wars, 
he works with truth and friendship in a world 
of lies and hatred, he spreads justice and 
fraternity in a world of iniquities. He lives 
in advance of the time, he is a pioneer. 


Freedom the Basis 


The WRI links together those consciences 
who are thus awake in the special realm of 
war. The Third Camp Movement could 
similarly link together individuals and groups 
who, on a wider field, strive for a fraternal 
world. To be against war is only one aspect of 
this all-round attitude. 

This is how I understand the Peace- 
maker’s Declaration and the Statement of 
ihe New York Conference on the Third 
Camp. They both express a broad aspira- 
tion for a really democratic society respect- 
ing the dignity and worth of every human 
individual. The basic motivation seems to 
be frecdom, not peace. This is important, 
for peace—that is: no war—is very little, 
for many people peace means taday hunger 
und oppression. 

Our vision, our goal, is something far more 
revolutionary than peace: it is a new world- 
wide community of men based on mutual 
understanding and help. Disarmament cannot 
create this. I would even venture to make a 
very heretical statement in this meeting: 
propaganda for appeasement and _ unilateral 
disarmament may very well today cause new 
injustices and close the way to freedom for 
many more millions of men. 

There is a tendency among pacifists to widen 
their individual attitude of conscience into a 
collective state-policy: They advocate neu- 
trality and disarmament of their country. But 
disarmament by example could be effective 
only if a whole nation chose it on the ground 
of its inner strength. Disarmament is only an 
outward expression. To set it as a first goal 
is making disastrous jumps disturbing a sound 
development. 


A Beautiful Apron 


Pacifism that becomes a policy does not need 
sacrifices from the individual. It gets the 
support of many weak minds whose actions 
are not dictated by conscience, but by personal 
comfort. Pacifism thus becomes a_ beautiful 
apron for other cowardly, leisurely, selfish 
people who do not want to sacrifice anything 
for their own and other people’s freedom. This 
is animal self-preservation, not pioneering 
nobleness of mind, 

Let me remind you that even Gandhi, the 
upostle of non-violence, said that if the 
choice were only between cowardly submis- 
sion and violent resistance, he would rather 
people resorted to violence. I do not believe 
that he would in this case have participated 
himself in the violent resistance ; neither 
would I personally serve in the military 
machine, and yet I must admit that military 
preparedness of a country is better than 
weak apathy of its citizens to the sufferings 
of individuals and whole peoples. 

In our time when all power is polarised on 
two sides, any weakening of one side means 
in reality strengthening of the other. Is it 
right to break the relative balance of the 
power-blocs by partial disarmament and thus 
encourage the aggressiveness of the other side? 
Should we not rather hope for the balance to 
be kept even till our third forces have created 
an alternative on another level? 

I think modern developments have shown 
that political pacifism is on the wrong track, 
and that the founders of our movement were 
right in stressing the importance of the indi- 
vidual conscience. We cannot rely upon 
politicians and governments to create real 
peace and a better community. We must 
awaken consciences rather than set up policies.

I stress this point now because it seems to 
me so very decisive at the time when the Third 
Camp idea is taking shape. A Third Camp 
Movement trying to attain political power in 
the usual way, and relying upon governmental 
action seems to me doomed to failure. I 
think the American Statements are right in 
speaking of linking movements and organisa- 
tions. But some Third Campers seem to think 
more of grouping neutral states. 


Peace News in reporting the London Third 
Camp Conference held a month ago writes: 

“For Britain a Third way policy would 
mean her disengagement from the power 
struggle. She would ally herself in spirit more 
and more with the neutral nations of Asia 
and the countries of the colonial world as they 
come to independance. The effect of this 
would be to extend the “ peace area” of the 
world and increase its influence.” 


This is a conception quite different from 
what Muste set out in the War Resister. It 
is policy of political neutrality, of disengage- 
ment from the power-struggle. I disagree with 
this method of creating vacuums, It amounts 
to lifting the one scale in the balance of the 
two great powers, and giving more weight to 
the other. One cannot speak of Third Camp 
nations in our time. The Third Camp men- 
tality must be fostered in all nations, not a 
group of nations set up against the two 
existing groups. A strong spirit of real brother- 
hood must unite individuals and groups across 
barriers, frontiers and Iron Curtains, till they 
burst. 

{t has been pointed out that avery 
important component of the future Third 
Camp are the movements of the colonial world 
which are struggling for emancipation but 
which have not fallen into the trap of Stalin- 
ism. Michael Scott and Fenner Brockway by 
taking. up the cause of these oppressed are 
pioneers of a real Third Camp. Great pos- 
sibilities—rather duties—call for more help on 
that line. 

Another very important group of potential 
Third Campers are the oppressed behind the 
Iron Curtain who long for emancipation 
from Communist colonialism. It is my duty 
to be their spokesman, as they are not 
allowed to speak. 

They beseech you ; do hold high the rights 
of the individual, do help us too to become

NESTLING in expansive paddy fields near Madurai (Madras) lies a neat, 
thatched-hut colony, known as Gandhigram—a training centre for social 


education organisers. 


Every five months about 50 boys and girls arrive to learn different phases 
of village life and ways to win the people’s confidence. 


Later they are posted in community project 
areas—one organiser for about 100 villages— 
where they explain to the people India’s 
development programmes. Through literacy 
¢ampaigns, cultural shows and voluntary effort 
programmes, they make the people aware of 
their needs and assist in rebuilding their lives. 


Broadly speaking, there are four phases of 
training : classroom theory, practical work, field 
trips and extra-curricular activities. The 17- 
hour day schedule is evenly divided. From 
5 a.m. when trainees start their day, to 10 p.m., 
when they retire, they get intensive grounding. 


Classroom theory 


The theoretical training consists of lectures 
on the Constructive Programme initiated by 
Gandhiji, cultural history of India, comparative 
study of religions, current affairs, agriculture, 
village enonomies and industries, civics, the 
Indian Constitution, the Five-Year Plan, com- 
munity life, village education, rural sociology, 
social and adult psychology, and techniques of 
publicity. 

There are no prescribed books and trainees 
are encouraged to assimilate as wide and 
varying views as possible. For the same pur- 
pose, lecturers are invited from different parts 
of India. 


Practical work 


Most of the knowledge the trainees pick 
up in the classroom is tested in the field. 
For example, what they read and listen to 
about the Japanese method of rice cultivation 
they practice in the centre's farm. Similarly, 
by doing with their own hands they learn new 


Christianity, Manand Industry

ILFRED WELLOCK has examined 

one of the documents prepared for 

the World Council of Churches, in your 
issue of July 30. 


He asks: 


“Is there no body of opinion in the church 
which recognises that the main function of 
work is to make men, and that only work 
which does make men, calls forth all their 
creative powers, their imagination and 
emotions, can make that beautiful world 
we now await with scant hope? ” 


There is, and I am sorry that Wilfred Wellock 
has had to ask for it. There is a Society within 
the Church of England. It is called the Indus- 
trial Christian Fellowship. It recognises that 
work, true productive work, is indeed sacra- 
mental. It teaches that true work, real work 
makes men, gives them within the natural 
order a mortal’s share in the divine creation 
and through their imagination and emotion, 
and the interplay of these upon the brother- 
hood, a social sense and purpose that must 
ultimately create a Christian Social order. 


May I say personally that this teaching has 
given a finer light and a wider scope to my 
own Trade Unionism, and a sense of deeper 
significance to my belief in Workers’ Control 
in Industry. And this even while the ICF does 
not declare itself ‘“ Socialist” and counts 
among its members many who are not so sure 
of labels as once they were! 


The ICF has a wide literature on_ these 
things—The Christian Doctrine of Work, The 
Trade Unions, Co-operative Production, Agri- 
culture, Money ... There are scores of pam- 
phlets and books on its stall. It publishes a 
monthly “ Man Today ” (surely that title speaks 
loudly enough!), it organises conferences on 
social subjects. It has its trained Missioners, 
who speak in factory, office and workshop and 
in the open air. 


Some years ago I was asked, as a Trade 
Unionist, whose faith was, and still is, that of 
the Guild Socialists, to join one of the ICF 
Committees and to help my fellows to realise 
all that is in Wilfred Wellock’s question and 
more. I have enjoyed the job. My grievance is 
that so few of Wellock’s and my persuasion 
seem to be active nowadays. I sometimes feel 
that it is not the Churches, but the Unions 
themselves who have become so_ utterly 
materialistic and nickel-seeking as to be more 
: than their (apparently inevitable) 

osses,

Wilfred Wellock declares: 


“Today the churches are making frantic 
efforts to bring back the people into their 
midst, but they will never succeed until they 
recognise that the materialism they are up 
against is not a superficial matter which 
people can put on and pull off like a coat, 
but is integrally connected with their daily 
life, the nature of the daily work, the 
deadening monotonies of soulless money- 
making. This basic fact makes religion 
meaningless. What percentage of modern 
eae can be performed to the Glory of 

oO ? ” 


Whatever he may mean by “ The Churches ” 
in that first line, it cannot include the ICF, 
with the Bishop of Chester as its President and 
Prebendary Kirk as its General Director, and 
with laymen like Maurice Reckitt and Fred 
Hughes assisting. The ICF declares that Christ 
is the Lord of All Life and in that declaration 
challenges to the depth the soulless money- 
making, the superficial and the deadening 
monotony of a grim social order. The ICF 
asks that a growing percentage of modern work 
be made fit to be performed to the Glory of 
God. It is bold enough, too, to ask that the 
work be brought to Church to be blessed on 
a special Industrial Sunday! Wilfred Wellock 
can take comfort that he is not alone. 


He says: 


“Tt cannot be too strongly stated that 
there can be no “ Responsible Society ” with- 
out responsibility for “everyman” in society. 
In the last analysis, the mass-production 
society will be a mass-man, or totalitarian 
society, which is what the West is rapidly 
moving towards.” 


I not only agree, but the ICF has 
strengthened my conviction by giving me work 
to do on this very plan. To no-one more 
advantageously and to no-one more pertinently 
have I said and written this than to fellow 
Trade Unionists. 


GOING IT ALONE? 


Washington is considering again Sir Winston 
Churchill’s plan for a top-level meeting with 
the Russians—not with enthusiasm, but with 
the feeling that something may have to be 
done to dispel the notion that we are unwilling 
to talk with Moscow. 

The unwelcome alternative might be a 
British-Soviet meeting—American Magazine 
Newsweek, 


techniques of increasing agricultural produc- 
tion such as drilling, manuring and digging. 
Sanitation, cooking, washing, road and 
trench building, kitchen gardening and com- 
posting of manure are also treated as 
educational-cum-practical projects. 


Village trips 

Theory is further put to the test in neigh- 
bouring villages, where small batches of 
trainees go almost daily. Later, they return to 


the classroom to exchange impressions and 
discuss their experiences. 


Side by Side, the trainces assist villagers to 
survey their needs, assess their resources, and 
help them develop their village without out- 
side help. They also teach the know-how of 
some cottage industries, so that during leisure 
the villagers might supplement their incomes. 


Since 1953, when the centre was started, 
more than 100 trainees have gone to nearby 
villages to introduce spinning, poultry keeping, 
oil pressing and paper making, open literacy 
centres, build roads, dig compost, soak pits and 
start co-operatives. 


Other activities 


Main attention, however, is paid to what 
trainees do in their leisure time. To inculcate 
habits of selfhelp and service, they are expected 
to do everything with their own hands. They 
clean their own lavatories, cook their own 
food, grow their own vegetables, wash their 
own clothes and make their own beds. They 
are encouraged to manage most activities of 
the centre. Every fortnight they are asked to 
elect the student cabinet of ministers which has 
the confidence of the Aam Sabha consisting of 
Students and staff. Each “ minister ” is allotted 
a portfolio and given full discretion to run it. 


The food minister, for example, prepares 
menus, procures rations and allots duties to 
trainees like washing utensils, cooking food 
and serving it. The minister for cultural affairs 
is responsible for evening prayers and enter- 
tainment programmes which include recitations 
from different scriptures, dramas, bhajans and 
instrumental music. Side by side, they are 
encouraged to develop the spirit of dedication 
and leadership which they have to pass on to 
the villagers when they live among them. 


Finishing the curriculum at the centre does 
not complete the training. Students have to 
send regular reports of their achievements and 
difficulties to their instructors who sometimes 
visit the site. 


The close contact, preceded by intensive 
training, aims at preparing trainees for their 
job of explaining the how and why of a project. 
This helps villagers to adopt the new tech- 
niques and ideas brought by a gram sevak or a 
government official.

Appeal for Self- 
Government in Morocco 


MPHE Movement for Colonial Freedom has 

issued a statement in condemnation of 
recent repression and governmental violence 
in Morocco. Within recent weeks 10,000 
Moroccans have been screened and 4,500 
arrested, while already several thousand 
Moroccan nationalists were in French gaols 
and concentration camps. 


“The Movement for Colonial Freedom 
appeals to the French Premier to intervene 
urgently in this situation, substituting for re- 
pression a policy of recognition of the right of 
the people to self government and the restora- 
tion of their lawful Sultan. It is clear from 
the demonstrations of the last few weeks that 
the natural desire of the mass of the people 
is for the return of Sidi Mohammed ben 
Yousef, the deposed Sultan who had identified 
himself with the Natronalist Cause. In the face 
of this spontaneous demonstration of loyalty 
the French puppet supporters of Ben Arafa 
have been obliged tu employ fleets of limous- 
ines in an endeavour to rally Berber support. 


The Movement for Colonial Freedom sends 
loyal greeting to the Istiqlal Party of 
Morocco with whom it is associated by mutual 
affiliation to the International Congress of 
Peoples against Imperialism.”

free! The thousands who are sent to do 
slave-work in mines, the millions of parents 
who cannot prevent their children from 
being brought up from very early age in 
a spirit and views that are in contradiction 
to their own and with the tradition of the 
nation ; the teachers who are compelled to 
teach what they do not believe; the 
numerous despairing people who risk life and 
inhuman punishment to escape the unbear- 
able pressure on soul and mind. They all 
look to the West for help. 


I bear witness to the existence of this all- 
round oppression, for I was still one of these 
people when you met at the last Conference in 
Brunswick. 


Dividing the West 


There is very great opposition to the Com- 
Munist regime in many Satellite States. It is 
moderated only by the fear that by resisting 
the tyrannic regime they would fall into the 
hands of Western reaction. Yet many would 
suffer anything, even war, rather than this 
Communist oppression. There is more character 
in this attitude than in peaceful submission. 


Would you who often see only the evils 
of your own system, wish to live under such 
conditions ? Would you want to sce your 
own children deliberately alienated from all 
that is dear to you? Would you not wish 
yourself that such a regime be removed ? 
Would you not be exasperated by your 
friends of the West who in their incompre- 
hensible naiveteé would wish to make 
friendly agreements with your oppressors ? 
As if they did not know that the Communist 
rulers never kept their treaties! Does not 
every appeasement with the usurper— 
whether he be Hitler, Stalin or anybody 
else—encourage new aggressions and spread 
more woes that become seeds of new wars ? 


Because there is so much suffering behind 
the Iron Curtain, we must beware of support- 
ing any policy that helps to maintain that 
desperate situation, or even gives the Com- 
munists the possibility to extend it. Such a 
harmful policy is today the dogmatic struggle 
for the disarmament of a country. I am not 
for armaments, but for a shifting of the paci- 
fists’ efforts away from the sterile problem of 
disarmament towards more constructive work 
that abolishes the real causes of war.

of the Iron Curtain will become a great source 
of hope and support for the oppressed suffering 
under Communist totalitarianism in the Satel- 
lite States. 


[ cannot see how they can be helped them- 
selves, but at least we must take care that our 
actions do not strengthen their oppressors. 
This would certainly be the case with a Third 
Camp conceived as policy. It would mean 
dividing only the West and thereby increasing 
the Communist power. That is what the Com- 
munists want and they are sure to try to 
further the policy-conception of the Third 
Camp, as they have done with the peace- 
movement. The Third Camp idea faces the 
great danger of being driven into politics and 
thus losing its constructive power. 


Let us therefore always be guided by the 
wish to help the weak and the oppressed ; that 
will safeguard us from dangerous theories and 
political illusions. 


Thought and action 
in East and West 
A COMPARISON 


Minds in Movement. American Friends Service 
Committee. Gollancz. 2s. 6d. 


rIHE main purpose of this 76 page pamphlet 

is to explain the implications of the state- 
ment that, whereas “the Westerner used 
directed, logical thought, the Asian attempted 
to grasp truth with his whole being and not 
with the intellect alone.” This conception is 
elaborated on page 47, so: 


“The main Western Judaeo-Christian 
tradition held man and the phenomenal 
world in which he lived to be sundered from 
God: to be in a state of sin from which he 
could only be redeemed by grace. This 
belief in the fallen nature of man has led 
the Westerner to treat the world as some- 
thing put there for his use.” 


But the Asian has not accepted this duality. 
To him the world was the clothing of God. 
He believed the emphasis on “sin” to be a 
sign of spiritual immaturity. From Hindu 
Yoga to the Tao of Lao Tse, from Confucian 
ritual to Zen self-discipline, the Asian 
worshipper aimed to experience the divine 
unity between man and the world surrounding 
him and to merge the finite soul in the 
harmony of the eternal. 


The consequence of this different emphasis 
was momentous. In the West, extraversion, 
prayer, the Cross; the development of ethics, 
will, science; the splitting of personalities as 
well as atoms; technology, social change. In 
Asia, introspection, meditation, the lotus 
throne ; placidity, personality without indivi- 
dualism, total apprehension of truth; social 
conservatism ; lack of interest in science. 


The authors show that the impact of 
Western on Asian thought has been most fruit- 
ful, impelling into social action many of the 
finest types of men who, in the past, had 
tended to separate themselves from society. It 
is much to be deplored that under the illusion 
of mental and moral superiority, encouraged 
by technical and material advantages, the West 
has failed to allow Asian thought to have a 
comparable impact on its own. 


Following this line of argument the last 
section puts forward suggestions for improving 
economic and cultural co-operation between 
the West and Asia. There is considerable 
inspiration in these pages.

**The Soldier at the Door’’ 


HILE whole-heartedly agreeing with 

Robert Greacen’s strong recommendation 
of Edith Pargeter’s novel, The Soldier at the 
Door, I would join issue with him when he 
suggests that the author identifies herself with 
the views of the MP’s son, who, though a 
political objector stops short of the absolute 
pacifist position. 

On the contrary, it seems to me that the 
whole theme of the book is pacifist, and that 
the writer identifies herself so much with the 
Rector’s unspoken sermon, and the bereaved 
mother’s searching and devastating questions 
to the Rector and the Socialist MP, that one 
is driven to the conclusion that the publisher 
must have baulked at the final conversion to 
complete pacifism. 

I do not think the writer could have put the 
following words into the Rector’s mind if they 
had not been absolutely and without question 
her own belief :— “‘ Thou shalt not kill.” Not: 
‘Thou shalt not kill except in self-defence.’ 
Not: ‘Thou shalt not kill except in a good 
cause.’ Not: ‘Thou shait not kill except when 
a law of the country sanctions it.’ But: ‘ Thou 
shalt not kill’... We are members one of 
another, all sons of the same father. All kill- 
ings are fratricide, all wars are civil wars... 
Therefore do not put your trust in music and 
praise. however loud, or poppies, however red, 
or stones, however magically blessed ; for the 
accusation will still be heard, and the blood 
will still stain, and the dead will still rise. ‘ Be 
not deceived! God is not mocked! ’” 

The fact that the rector had not the courage 
to make the sermon his conscience bade him 
deliver, does not invalidate the force of the 
conviction behind the words. 

Mrs. Parrish, who I thought was intended to 
be symbolic of all mothers, as her dead son 
was symbolic of all “ those doomed conscripted 
ones” in seeking to discover the “ Why” and 
the “ Wherefore” of war puts some posers to 
both the rector and the Socialist MP. 

The rector attempting to console by saying 
that God also gave his only Son, receives the 
devastating reply: ‘God's the one who must 
answer for that, not me. At least he gave only 
his son, and with his Son’s consent, or so we 
are told. My son never consented. His dad 
and me never gave him. Jack was taken, not 
given.” 

And what a straight answer she returns to 
all the Socialist MPs fumbling excuses: “So, 
when it comes to the point, you think they 
had a right to my son's life? You stand by 
their right to take him, and have him killed?” 
“God forbid” cries the MP, genuinely 
appalled. “ Yes,” replies Mrs. Parrish, “ God 
forbids, but nobody seems to take any notice 
of that.” 

The splendid thing about this book is, not 
only that it makes a case for pacifism such as 
we would all like to put our names to, but it 
is beautifully written prose, and a most read- 
able tale in itself. May the writer be blessed 
by a widespread reading of her clear pacifist 
message.

But the essential economic freedom to produce, 
own, exchange, sell, and to choose one’s 
associates are denied wherever Communism is 
practised. Thus civilisation and Communism 
are seen to be antithetical—the one is the 
negative of the other—and I have no hesitation 
in contesting the prophecy of our over-con- 
fident Scottish friend, (PN August 13) as to 
the future form of the world.

German Rearmament 


DOUBT whether it is advisable for Stuart 

Morris, or anyone, to write a letter which 
in effect commits the PPU to “ re-unification 
of Germany under an all-German government 
freely elected” and to “guaranteeing the 
neutrality ” of Germany as a desirable policy. 
I confess that I do not understand the meaning 
of this last, or what precise processes would be 
involved in it. 

As a convinced pacifist of many years stand- 
ing I do not believe that any good (from the 
peace-loving standpoint) can come from a large 
centralised Germany; as a student for many 
years of national and world politics, I cannot 
believe that peaceful policies can be expected 
from “ governments freely elected.” 

It would seem that many pacifists and others 
are just beginning to discover that war is an 
institution essential to the maintenance of the 
present social economic order, and_ that 
“governments freely elected” are merely 
instruments to enforce the continuance of that 
institution. 

I cannot suggest a remedy, but would point 
out that the Social Credit policy, formulated 
thirty years ago, is the only one which takes 
the relevant facts into account.

President Eisenhower 
on prayer 


[0 criticise President Eisenhower’s appeal to the World Council of Churches for 
a worldwide campaign of prayer for a just and lasting peace is not to deny 
the efficacy of prayer. It is rather to challenge the wide-spread conception of both 


prayer and a just peace. 


Let it be admitted that all want peace, 
but prayer is not an easy way of getting 
what we want. 


It is a somewhat difficult way of becoming 
what God wants us to be, and the efficacy of 
prayer depends on the kind of God to whom 
it is addressed and the sort of peace which is 
desired. 


There is not only hope but danger in prayer, 
for the penalty of praying may well be that we 
get what we pray for, only to find that it 
is not what we really want. For years 
Christian people have prayed “ Give peace in 
our time, O Lord,” but because they so often 
were really adding ‘because there is none 
that fighteth for Thee but only us,” instead of 
“ because there is none other that fighteth for 
us but only Thee, O Lord,” we have got the 
kind of peace for which we have asked. 


There can be no valid purpose in prayer 
unless it is based upon a knowledge of God's 
purpose, and is in harmony with his methods. 
It is God's will which prayer must seek to 
set free ; and the establishment of his Kingdom 
on earth. As Andre Trocmé reminded the 
WRI Conference, if God is universal Love he 
is the God of the bad as well as of the good, 
of the East as well as of the West, and He 
cannot be mobilised behind some particular 
policy. 


God cannot will evil 


Yet the God in whom President Eisenhower 
believes, and the God who is central to the 
pronouncements of Archbishops and other 
leaders is a God who can be expected to bless 
the use of the H-Bomb if it is thought neces- 
sary for defensive purposes. A few hours after 
his appeal at Evanston, Eisenhower was telling 
Congress how unfortunate it was that France 
had not ratified EDC. Here is a God whose 
purposes can in the last resort be served by 
the use of the most destructive form of vio- 
lence known to men. He began in effect 
telling God that after all he ought to approve 
of such methods because it is Christianity we 
claim to defend. 


The fact is that in trying to escape from 
their dilemma those who justify war in terms 
of the lesser of two evils still see God in terms 
of the Old Testament national hero who leads 
his people out to battle. 


They set on one side the God whose only 
power consists in the love which must be 
expressed at all times and in all circumstances. 
In effect they destroy the very meaning of 
prayer by postulating a world in which cir- 
cumstances make it impossible to do the

plenary sessions, so the pacifists have come 
together for fellowship, also cutting across 
denominational and national divisions. The 
Church Peace Mission, encompassing peace 
concern in a dozen or more denominations in 
the United States, has set up headquarters in a 
centrally-located spot in Evanston. 


Much peace literature is available and this 
serves as a mecting place for delegates, con- 
sultants, accredited visitors, press representa- 
tives, and others who have a special concern 
for peace. Among those in attendance are 
A. J. Muste, columnist for Peace News and 
missioner for the Church Peace Mission, and 
Nevin Sayre of the Internationa] Fellowship of 
Reconciliation. They are scheduling almost 
daily informal sessions where leading spokes- 
men for peace, both pacifists and non-pacifists, 
will share their concerns with interested 
persons. 

The outstanding public note for peace so far 
struck was by Dr. Toyohiko Kagawa, Japanese 
Christian. He urged that Americans test future 
H-bombs “in Alaska or at the North Pole.” 
He plainly told those Americans at the 
Assembly ; “ All Japanese are terribly opposed 
to future tests in the Pacific.”

will of God, since God cannot will an evil 
because it may be a lesser one. 

J. C. Squire’s rhyme of the first world 
war comes to mind: 

“God hear the embattled nations sing and 

shout 

Gott strafe England and God save the King; 

God this, God that and God the other thing. 

Good God, said God, I’ve got my work cut 

out. 

Remembering the policy to which Eisen- 
hower is committed and which is in the main 
endorsed by Christian leaders, it is pertinent to 
ask not only what they mean by prayer, but 
what they mean by peace, and to wonder 
whether this is not a disguised attempt to 
mobilise God on the side of the West. 


Prayer is also listening 

If Eisenhower and the Church leaders are 
really in earnest in their desire for peace they 
must recognise that peace is not an end in 
itself. It is the atmosphere of the Kingdom 
of God, so that to seek peace is to seek first 
that Kingdom and only by methods which are 
consistent with His righteousness. 

Eisenhower as a politician would have done 
good service if he had challenged the leaders 
of the Churches to exercise their prophetic 
role and proclaim in the name of God in what 
a just peace consists, and if he had announced 
his readiness to reshape his policy in the light 
of that. 

For prayer is not only talking to God; it is 
listening to Him. It is not only petition ; it is 
first thanksgiving, confession, repentance and 
reparation. It is when prayer becomes “ Lord, 
what wilt Thou have me to do” that it is 
the incentive to confession of the wickednes 
of acquiescing in the method of violence, to 
the repentance which involves our renuncia- 
tion of it, and to the reparation which would 
enable us to devote our resources to make the 
Kingdom of God a living reality in which all 
men could find economic and political justice, 
and freedom to live the life which is more 
abundant. 

Then would come the spontaneous thanks- 
giving, not “that we are not as other men are, 
and especially those wicked Communists” but 
that we had been liberated to achieve the real 
brotherhood of men. 

Real peace by true prayer cannot be peace 
through strength for God's peace is peace by 
love. It cannot be peace through negotiation 
for we cannot negotiate with God. Prayer is 
peace by unconditional surrender to His pur- 
pose and His method. 

It cannot be achieved by individuals or for 
the world in the attempt to use God for our 
purposes, however good we may believe them 
to be, but only through the readiness to be 
used by Him and in His own way. 

That is peace through prayer. 


Did the H-Bomb Spoil 
Your Holiday? 


[qt has been said that if it could be proved 

that there was any direct relationship 
between atomic weapons tests and the dreadful 
weather which many parts of the world have 
had to endure this year, then those weapons 
would be banned before next summer. 

A leading article in the Lendon evening 
Star last week confirms this view. The article, 
exactly as it appeared, is reprinted below with 
acknowledgements: 


“The day after an atom test in Nevada a 
freak storm, with hailstones the size of tennis 
balls, hit Washington 2,000 miles away. There 
were radio-active particles in the hailstones, 
and only now a year after it happened are 
scientists sure that children who licked them 
will suffer no harm. 

“Most ‘met men’ insist that all an atomic 
explosion could do to the weather would be to 
create a brief local downpour. But still it is 
natural that all over the world people should 
link this year’s climatic miseries with the 
detonation of these weapons. 

“ After all, no one really knows for certain 
that today’s bombs, infinitely more powerful 
than those dropped on Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki, may not have effects unsuspected by 
their creators. 

“Nor can these speculations be pooh-poohed 
as the ignorant imaginings of laymen. There 
are scientists who think there may be a link 
between H-bombs and topsy-turvy summers. 

““A Japanese meteorologist has said recently 
that radio-active dust from the latest super- 
bombs may linger in the upper air and cause 
cold summers for years. 

“We are asked to be reassured by the 
scientific fact that a thunderstorm or a 
tornado releases far more energy than any 
bomb. But Nature's blitzes do not shower 
the earth with radio-active matter. 

“The fact is that these appalling new 
weapons release incalculable forces and might 
have unforseen consequences. 

“The Bikini Bomb—which affected Japanese 
fishermen thought to be far outside the danger 
zone—proved that. After that incident the 
scientists admitted that the bomb’s power had 
been underestimated. 

“ Other surprises may be in store for them— 
perhaps including the discovery that the lay- 
Men were right after all to suspect a link 
between the Bomb and weeping skies. 

“Men are indeed crazy not to get together

What an opportunity this was for the 
eminent prelate, through the medium of a 
widely read periodical, to reach tens of thous- 
ands of people who never go inside a church, 
and yet, he offered to those readers nothing 
but NATO with prayer thrown in, at the end, 
almost as though it were an afterthought. 

Eisenhower seems to labour under the same 
rather peculiar notion that plenty of prayer 
(quantity seemed to be the operative idea in 
his remarks to the World Council of Churches) 
may affect an omnipotent God, who if He is 
not solicited by sufficient numbers, may, in 
fact, do precisely what He is frequently asked 
to do by the clergy, give His blessing to the 
bombs and the bombers. 

It is curious how many people there are in 
the world who seem to want to “ have it both 
ways.” Dr. Garbett, while admitting that greed 
and fear are two of the main reasons for the 
present tension, and a possible world war, 
offers no solution other than the continued 
furthering of both these dangerous emotions. 

The Founder of the Christian Church, of 
which after all, Dr. Garbett is a high dignatory, 
had some salutary things to say about “ great 
possessions ” and their dangers and limitations. 
Yet, though His Grace makes the point that 
great possessions in themselves may be an 
incentive to aggression, he makes no suggestion 
of relinquishment ; on the contrary, he justifies 
the retention of an Alliance based on 
enormous arsenals as a means of defending 
them. 

It is true, perhaps, that greed is no longer a 
reason for British participation in war, but, 
nevertheless, the determination of the West to

TROOPS IN GERMANY 


From a Correspondent 


BRITISH delegates to the recent conference 

of the War Resisters’ International in Paris 
were distressed to learn that a change has been 
taking place in the popular attitude in Ger- 
many to the British occupation troops. No 
occupation troops can be welcome in a coun- 
try—whether their presence is imposed or 
is by Government invitation—but one has 
gained the impression from German friends 
that the British occupation forces were the 
least objectionable and the most easy to be 
tolerated of those who are quartered on 
German soil. 

This was ceasing to be so we were informed 
because of the growing disregard that was 
being shown in certain areas for the feelings 
and the interests of the Germans. Damage was 
being done by troops to the crops, and farmers 
were suffering. We now get confirmation of 
these complaints from the Manchester Guar- 
dian correspondent in Germany, who says that 
the British Army of the Rhine is causing in- 
creasing ill-feeling and provoking increasingly 
strong protest. When the Guardian correspon- 
dent wrote it was still proposed to conduct the 
Autumn manceuvres (under the infantile title 
“ Battle Royal”) but we learn that the con- 
tinued protest of those whose land was to be 
taken over has now caused their cancellation. 
Last year it is estimated that damage to the 
extent of 4,700,000 marks was done on Lune- 
berg Heath; and even without the Autumn 
manoeuvres damage has already been done this 
year to the extent of more than 5,000,000 
marks. 


Tribute to Priest 


TIX.HE Summer issue of the War Resister 
announces the death of the great Catholic 

pacifist, whose name is already familiar to 

Peace News readers, Father Pierre Lorson. 

While defending in his writing the official 
Catholic teaching, which leaves it to the indi- 
vidual to determine his attitude to modern war, 
Father Lorson’s own interpretation of that 
teaching led him to the Christian pacifist 
position. “Those who knew Father Lorson 
rather intimately ” writes Jo Kreuts, a personal 
friend, “‘ are not surprised that his obedience to 
the hierarchy was a daily problem to him in 
view of the boldness of his action... He 
went forward alone, and very far.” 

A large part of the issnue is devoted to 
“The World Pacifist Conference in Japan,” 
reported by Alfred Tucker, a British Quaker, 
and one of the two European representatives 
attending the conference. He describes the 
various peace societies of Japan, gives an 
assessment of their strength, work and objects, 
and briefly summarises the proceedings and 
main discussions of the Conference. The 
report concludes with the text of the final 
Declaration, appealing to the peoples of the 
world to demand that war be abolished, and to 
pacifists everywhere to organise non-violent 
resistance to war. 


PACIFISTS HONOURED 


rpwo members of the PPU gained honours 
at the recent Eisteddfod in Wales. The 
Rev. O. E. Williams of Pentyberen won the 
Lyric Prize and the Rev. Eirwyn Morgan, a 
member of the National Council was given 
precedence in two competitions for a colletion 
of 40 great Christian prayers in any language 
and for a vocabulary of idioms in use in the 
anthracite area of South Wales coalfields.

is, in its essence, a greedy intention to be the 
“boss,” and must bear a heavy responsibility 
for some of the present perilous tension. 


_ There is no mention of the word “ provoca- 
tion” in Dr. Garbett’s article, and the word 
“aggression” is used in reference only to 
Russia. Yet, if it is a sign of aggressiveness to 
be in possession of huge armaments, armies 
and air force, then both sides stand to be 
indicted. 


If it is true that suspicion must first be 
removed, that also holds good for both sides. 
The very fact that the Western Powers possess 
world-destroying weapons, containing horrible 
gases and dreadful disease as weil as the 
power to blow whole cities to pieces and 
vaporise their populations, is sufficient to cause 
distrust and suspicion in Russia.

Had Russia been the first nation to split the 
atom and use the A-bomb, the first to use 
the A-bomb, the first to use napalm, and 
then to experiment with the H-bomb, the West 
would undoubtedly have been distrustful and 
suspicious, and with every cause. 


Dr. Garbett believes these things to be evil 
and incompatible with Christianity, yet he will 
not demand, forthrightly, that Britain at least 
should disassociate itself from the use of 
nuclear fission weapons, nor will he make any 
pronouncement against them because of his 
fear of an “ unscrupulous neighbour.” 

There is little hope that Russia will make 
any “heroic gesture” if we are ourselves, so 
unheroic. 

_ Dr. Garbett, along with many others, has 
involved himself in a vicious circle that will 
never be broken by such despairing futilities 
as backing up NATO with “ massive ” prayer. 

The need today is for a new vision, a great 
spiritual revolution which would in itself entail 
the removal of all causes of fear and suspicion, 
and the positive acceptance of disarmament as 
a first step towards peace. 


Then, indeed, we could “lift up our hearts * 
and pray for the courage and the faith to hold 
to the course which is the only possible Road 
to Peace.

the Reading Family Housing Association. 
Discussions are now in full swing. The 

Russians have plied us with questions about 
the organisation of the Society of Friends 
and particularly of Young Friends. This 
has led to some explanation of our funda- 
mental beliefs. They are also eager to dis- 
cover all we are doing for peace. 

Kingsley Martin, who visited us on Thurs- 
day, provoked questions on the European 
Defence Community, what journalists in Britain 
are doing to promote peace, and opportunities 
for young people to express their opinions 
through the press. 

Much time was spent on discussing ways of 
promoting more intercouse between the British 
and Russian people, the British stressing that 
delegations are not enough and that we should 
strive for opportunities to live and study in 
each other's countries. 

_Gerald Bailey impressed the Russians with 
his account of the international work of 
Friends at the diplomatic level, and Ranjit 
Chetsingh gave informative talks on the 
Friends World Committee for Consultation and 
on India. The Russians asked what are the 
major problems confronting young Indians 
today and appreciated Ranjit Chetsingh’s frank 
answers about under-employment, over-popula- 
tion and education. 

_A question about Indian culture led to a 
discussion on foreign influence, including 
Russian, on Indian Literature, and the Indian's 
desire to remain free from cultural, political 
and economic fetters imposed by any country. 

We are appreciating the opportunities at 
Charney for friendly discussion, and hope to 
gain a deeper understanding of each other’s 
attitudes, particularly with regard to peace, as 
time goes on. 

On Thursday we shall go to Sidcot and on 
Friday to London. The Russians will leave by 
air on Monday, August 30.
